HOW TO PLANT TROPICAL LILIES 


Plant Tropical Water Lilies only after minimum temperature of 70 degrees 
can be Gepended upon. Earlier planting leads only to disappointment. 
When planting Tropicals in a pool with other lilies and plants, boxes should 
be used in which to plant the bulbs. For each bulb a box 18x18 inches by 10 
inches deep is a good size. Place four inches of fertilizer on the bottom, 
then five inches of soil and one inch of sand. Then plant the bulbs covering 
them well so that only the top of the crown where the leaves and buds are 
attached is just showing. A few rocks placed very close to the crown will 
help keep the bulbs in place to get the root system started, Place bulbs at 
a slight angle, so that they will have plenty of room for growth forward. 
Tropical Water Lilies may be wintered in a greenhouse ,Pool, where they 
will bloom all winter. If you do not have this convenience, it is best to re- 
place them each spring. Planting new vigprous bulbs each year, you will 
be more than repaid with large and colorful blossoms that will be prize 
winners for you.

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HELPFUL SUGGESTIONS for Success}! Water Gardens 


FERTILIZERS—Garden loam gives good results. Best fertilizers are cow manure well rotted and bone 
meal. Cow manure at the rate of one part to five parts garden loam. Commercial fertilizers, one pound 
to each cubic foot of soil. 


TIME OF PLANTING—Hardy water lilies may be planted as soon as they begin to show growth in 
the spring, usually April first, and they may be planted up to the last of August. 


DURATION OF BLOOM—Hardy water lilies begin blooming early in May in this section 
of the country and continue until frost. Each individual blossom lasts about four days. 
COLOR—Hardy water lilies may be obtained in many colors and tints. 


HOW TO PLANT 


Plant in boxes or by spreading the soil over the bottom of the pool to the required depth. 
Plants do better when they have plenty of root room. Each lily should have at least one 
cubic foot of soil. 


DISTANCE APART TO PLANT—A pool six by six will accommodate four lilies and the 
necessary floating and bog plants very nicely. 


CONTAINERS FOR THE PLANTS—We like large size candy pails for a single lily. If 
not available, boxes made from any rough boards one inch thick and twelve inches wide. 
Permanent boxes may be built of brick or concrete but movable boxes are preferred as they 
may be placed in the basement during the winter. 


SAND TO COVER THE BOXES—One inch layer of sand or gravel over the boxes after 
planting will help to keep the water clear. 


INSECT ENEMIES—Plant lice or aphis are the only common pests of water lilies. They 
are easily controlled by washing off with a strong spray from the hose and the fish eat them. 
“Black Leaf 40” mixed according to directions rids plants of this louse. 


IMPORTANT. When you receive your shipment of roots, unpack at once and place them 
in water until ready to plant. Should you need to keep them for some time before planting, 
it is best to submerge fully one-half the root in mud and cover with water. 


WINTER CARE. Hardy water lilies may be removed to the basement and kept moist and 
protected from mice throughout the winter. They need no other protection other than from 
direct freezing of the roots.

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SCAVENGERS for POOL 
and AQUARIUMS 


All aquariums and pools need scaven- 
gers, fish to feed upon the insects, snails 
to devour algae and green scum and 
tadpoles to eat decayed matter. Scav- 
engers should be kept in all well bal- 
anced pools. 

JAPANESE SNAILS—These large hardy snails frequently 
become as large as an English Walnut. They devour algae 
and green scum and help to keep the water clear. These 
snails do not lay eggs as do other varieties but are live 
bearers, bringing forth the young fully developed. 3 for 25e. 
BROWN RAMSHORN SNAILS—Medium size snails with 
shell characteristics of that name. Very prolific egg layers 
and are very active scavengers. 15e€ per pair. 

RED RAMSHORN SNAILS—Somewhat larger than the 
Brown Ramshorn, sometimes known as the Coral Snail. 
Isxcelient scavengers. Lend much color to the aquarium 
and pool. 2 for 2%5e. 

MOSQUITOES AND GOLDFISH—It is recommended that 
goldfish be kept in all water lily pools. They are interest- 
ing and eat the mosquito larvae and aid in keeping the 
water clear. Twelve fish to a four by six pool is the best 


proportion. 
SCAVENGER SELECTION 


It is difficult to get too many snails for 


a pool, as they may remove decayed vegeta- 

tion and green algae. Use two snails per 

square foot of floor area.
